But 
be It noted only a very narrow aphere 
of action li included. For Instance 
this does not preclude the considera- 
tion, entirely aptrt from tha negotia- 
tion*, of Introducing compulsory train- 
ing In order to eatahllsh a sufficiently 
lareg C.O.T.C. to warrant any action 
the government might take. 

Tha fourth maternent that "at the 
present t#.ie there la no action being 
taken or consideration siren by the 
Governors or Corporation of the Uni- 
versity in respect to compulsion in 
the matter of military training. " This 
denial Is strictly confined In its ap- 
plication both by time and agents. The 
Governors and Corporation are by no 
means the only people who might bo 
interested In the enactment of compul- 
sory military* training. 

Thus it is that of the four argue- 
ments or dental» one fnlls completely 
to t,hn ground, another is altogether 
beside the point and iho' remaining 
two overlapping each other »« they 
do neither cover the case nor rone II- 
itutn what by any stretch of tho Una- i 
jfilnatlon might Ixj considered, h coni- 
pl*>tii denial. The dlBctiHBlon of the 
C.O.T.C. is totally trrevelant. The C. 
O.T.C. occupies a position almost elnil- 
lur to that of other departments, and 
no one will rtony this. 

It hop nt length cnnin to light that 
th" Governors have been negotiating 
with tho (tovernmont concerning ft 
gymnasium. l'robably, for htolr ac- 
tivity lu limited, anil an far tw we 
know lUe yhavo not stretched a finger 
towards building the dormitories, 
which are so much more needed nt 
McGill.

Again circa 100 A.D. Josephus tells 
us that when they left Egypt they 
reached Baalzepbou on the third day. 
Bu tas Baalzaphon was ncrons the 
Jordan, nearly opposlto Samaria of 
later days, the time and the goography 
leavo no doubt they crossed the Jordan 
and not what wo call the Ited Sea. I 
would undertake to cite several hun- 
dred similar traditions, which cumu-

spindle. 

Hlsterio Aapêetf. 
On October 11, 1919, thoefc portais 
opened again, and now the corridors, 
halls and lecture rooms ring aa before 
with the voices of youth. Thue Abo, 
the ancient caipluu of Finland, has 
oome Into ita one onco more— at least 
Into that one thing- which it prized 
most. For it is here that the cradle 
of the country's civilisation and cul- 
ture lies, and here we have to look for 
the oldest historical mémorisa from 
the time of tte foundation. 

King Eric of Sweden and his cru- 
eaders landed on thla spot for the 
flret time in 11ST, and Jt was hero that 
the first converts to Christianity re. 
cetved their baptism. Here rose the 
mother church of Finland and thf 
mighty walla of the flrat fortress— the 
Abo castle, that towers above the town 
even down to the present day. It woe 
here that the Finnish boys began to 
use a reed- pen and here that the 
Hansa-ehtpe called for the first time. 
It was from Abo that the first mes- 
sages of law and order were sent out, 
and tintll a oontury ago. the reins that 
guided the country were held in tho 
palm of tho government from lis seat 
In this town. And it was hors, that 
Pehr Bnane, the Swedish Governor- 
General, founded the first academy of 
learning in HMO. 

Upaala as a model. 
By thla time the Swedish settlers 
wore well established In the country. 
From the middle of the fourteenth 
oentury, Finland had become an In- 
tegral part of Sweden, enjoying tho 
same législative rights and ' the same 
common law as Sweden. It was there- 
fore natural that the new- academy 
tmould be modelled upon the Univer- 
sity of UpsaJa. This meant that It 
poes eased sn autonomy of Its own. 
The chief functionary of the univer- 
sity was the chancellor. For this pur- 
pose a person of very high rank from 
Sweden was 1 chosen; while in late 
times Ihe grand dnkea of Russia used 
to fill thla post. 

The financial resources, on the 
other hand, were singularly modest, 
sccordlng to modem ideas. The farm- 
ers were called upon to contribute to 
the upkeep, but in time of war they 
were unable lo pay, and this, of 
courje, greatly hampered the activ- 
ities of thetunlveralty. The fervor 
and enthusiasm lor education, how- 
ever, helped to overcome all difficul- 
tés, and the Finnish Athens boasted ' 
of a chain of men eminent In 1 Itéra'- 
lure and natural eclonce, enabling Che 
Finnish people to lake a place among 
the nations of the west ot Europe. 

Through the absence of a court, 
and as there woe no military and po- 
ll 14 oui contre of spoulal lmportamoo, all 
tho pomp arid splendor of society, as 
well as of Utw-wy and arttetlc life, 
circled round the urrivernity, which hoe 
quitte rightly been called, "the ima^t 
of the country." Jit it cenlrew end pul- 
sates tlte national Jlfe. lite Inhabitant* 
of Abo liave always been fully con- 
scious of the reapcmsHbllltl6« whioh «ils 
guet-dlunohtp Imptietf und have genu- 
ttoly beon true to tiieni, Ruth men and 
women through generations have help- 
ed to build up tng,t remarkably high 
standard of education (hat we find In 
modern Finland.

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Russia. In the eyes of the Russians 
Abo was too fair *way from Bt. Peters- 
burg and too near BtociolioUn. It woe 
therefore relieved of Its function aa a 
oapjtal and this honor was oopXorrod 
upon Ilelalngfors, to which town all 
the government of floe* were trans- 
ferred. After the flro in. 1837, under tho 
pretext of strengthemlng the bonds be- 
tween the university and the govern- 
ment, 'tho Hussions okto moved this 
institution to the new capital: This 
was a oruwhlag stroke to the already 
hard-hit people of Abo. 

The tree had had a severe blow, but 
the aolil -was well oultlvated und tho 
roots were to deep and strong fi*at 
new shoota begun to sprout. The town 
woa' rebuilt and though academic life 
hod gone out of Its midst and left those 
remaining bohlnd feolln-g resentful, they 
wore not satisfied with living on the 
mere memory of their former Import- 
ance, but continued to take on activa 
part In pie collecti-vo work of the coun- 
try. A magnlfioont historical museum 
In the oaMle, an art museum, « musi- 
cal association, a civic theatre, all new 
Insitttuttonjs, ore a sign that the In- 
habitants of Abo, amounting to scarce- 
ly 111,000 in number, are not aisleep. 

It w»a a very proud day for Abo 
When at the Inauguration festival, tho 
great Itall of Che old academy was filled 
not only with the ollte of the Finnish, 
hut also of the Bwedish unlvansttlctti, 
the members of the latter having come 
to ajttend the celebration of tbto now 
chapter in the history of FlrmieJi cdu- 
oatlon to which they had given tho 
flret impulse. They brought with them 
the promise of a gift from Sweden in 
the shape of 20,000 books. The old lib- 
rary oontalmlng 60,000 volumes, besides 
a great number of manuscripts, was 
destroyed hy the tyre. 

The significance of this revival Is a 
much deeper one than the mere renew-

Richard DIenor, whoso productions 
have attracted considerable attention. 
He says plant and animal life may be 
greatly Increased in^slzs and quality 
by a scientific process he has dis- 
covered. 

Els experimental ntmrery is located 
in a sheltered volley in the shadow of 
famous Mount Tamalpala. In this 
secluded spoL working without much 
danger of interruption from tho out- 
side world. Richard Dlener has in a 
little more than three years tripled tho 
size of half a dozen w«>ll_ known, 
flowers. He claims to have made six 
bushelH of wheat grow where one grew 
before; to have developed a blight 
proof tomnto bearing fruits weighing 
three pounds each; a potato' many 
times the slzo of ordinary "spuds" and 
a while Leghorn rooster weighing ten 
pounds, whoso progeny niuy lay mam- 
moth eggs. It Is to bo hoped that the 
juullty of the flesh of the Leghorn 
for food bos been Improved In propor- 
tion to the slzo. 

If Mr. Dicner has produced what he 
claims it will certainly pay him to ex- 
hibit his products In the Eaat. The 
International Flower Show to bo held 
In New York city In March offers an 
excellent opportulty. 

Dlener 1% a short, ytocky man of 
forty-nix. and began experimenting 
with plants when u. lad of fourteen In 
the Hurtz Mountains, in Gennany. 
Tho results ho is now obtaining are 
the fruits of lifelong experience and 
hard work. 

tVt seventeen he began to notice 
that certain plants Incrensed in size 
through crossing., it required fifteen 
yeurs for iilm to mastor tho process. 

Came to America. 

Meantime ho emigrated to Knglund, 
where he piactlsed hotlculturo for sev- 
eral years, then inovea to Costa Rica, 
from which point ho exported orchld.s 
to all parts of tho world. In 1001 ho 
came to America. 

In whatever part of tho world ho 
might bn located always ho was at 
work crossing different varieties of 
flowers. Hybridizing species and 
"tearing up strains," as ho described 
1L Ho met with many failures and 
had numerous disheartening experi- 
ences. Even after he had practically 
mastered the eyHtem of making every- 
thing larger through, hybridizing— 
even chickens— ho found himself sud- 
denly without moans to prosecute his 
experience, and, In desperation, ap 
pealed to Congressman William Kent, 
of California, who tlnanced his present 
enterprise. 

Here, during" tho eaarly years of the 
war, he perfected his marvellous 
"Liberty wheat" — planting eighteen 
pounds of seed to the acre Instead of 
the usual sixty pounds— and reaping 
a yield of tho 150 bushels an acre, aa 
against the twenty-flve or thirty which 
result from the average crop. 

Ho then turned lus attention to 
com, nnd though California is not a 
corn country, producing, it la said, 
an ear weighing two pounds and a 
half, grown on great twelve feet stalks 
that ' 
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bear as many as a dozon ears

MODERN HOTEL 
SUBJECT BY ROBB 

Architectural Features Of 
Buildings and Its Details 
Discussed.

At tihe regular bi-weekly meeting of 
the. Architectural Society last night, 
Mr. F. O. Robb gave a highly Instruc- 
tive address on Hotel Planning. 

After convincing the members of tho 
specialty into which hotel management 
has developed In the past few years. 
Mr. Hobh went on to explain from his 
wide experience In such matters the 
demands made on the architect in 
hotel design and the restrictions ac- 
companying them. 

in the architectural features of the 
building and Its details the architect is 
allowed lois of leeway us long as a 
nice uppeurunci!. is obtained, but In the 
planning the management take an 
active interest, as if u hotel is built on 
a bad plan the blame lands on the 
management direct from the. patrons, 
likewise the praise. It Is, however, of 
prime importance In planning hotels to 
work In constant association with the 
management concerned, the chef and 
the chief engineer. 

Different managements have differ- 
ent ideas which they like to see worked 
out in their plans, as was exemplified 
in the RStz-Carltoh Hotel. Tho original 
plans were supervised In Now York by 
t Now York management. On these 
plans tho building was erected as far 
as the roof, when a now manager was 
sont up from London. Fie made radi- 
cal and costly changes throughout, and 
on his demise and the appointment of 
a new manager further changes were 
made. These changes were finally 
added to by the chef before the build- 
ing was really completed. 

Added to this catering to the man- 
agement, there aro the demands of the 
patrons on the modern hotel. A bath 
Is expected with every room, unlimited 
hot water Is roqulred.valet service at 
all hours, hot meals served In rooms, 
telephones In every room, and un- 
limited linen supplies. All these tihlngs 
make a big demand on the service, and 
consequently on the equipment of the 
hotol. 

Te following five essentials may be 
taken to apply to any large hotel: 

1. A v Typical Floor, — This, ae it ia 
duplicated ten or more times, is the 
main feature In the planning of the 
building. The first consideration Is to 
get the plan, with the greatest number 
of rooms, to suit tfhe site, banking the 
elevators and the stairways at a mat- 
ter of economy and convenience, and ' 
having them so placed that tho corri- 
dor communications will be of reason- 
able length and well ventilated. Ser- 
vice pantries, bathroom arrangements 
and fire stairs should be well studied- 
also the linen space and house maids' 
closets equipped, and of ample space 
for the work carried on. 

The rooms need be of no fixed size, 
but nine feet Is the minimum width, 
and they should not he too large, as a 
large room is Inconvenient both In Its 
demand on space and the furnishings 
necessary to make it attractive. The 
bathrooms are usually backed with a 
vent between. 

2. The Public Floor.— Thh? takes In 
the dining room, lounge, palm rooms, 
etc, and preferably the kitchen. 

8. Ftfiotton Floor.— (Ballrooms, ban- 



The first meeting of the Y. W. C. A. 
since Christmas, was held in the Com- 
mon Hootn on Wednesday aftern »m. 
Mrs. Shear wood spoke for a few min- 
utes dealing with the Forward Move- 
ment These few minutes gave us a 
very clear picture of (he object and 
necessity of the Forward Movement. 
It Is primarily an effort bent on pan- 
denbiuinationalism to apply the prin- 
ciples of Jesus Christ to Ihe problems 
of to-day. Can the churches preach 
the gospel of "good-will" to the tu- 
itions of the world to-day when it ia 
.questionable as to whether good-will 
'exists in Canada and in Christian So- 
ciety? 

Canada Is the one nation, with pcr- 
ih.ips Australia, In the League of Na- 
tions who really hasn't suffered acute- 
ly in the war. < She was immune from 
zeppelins and Huns. Therefore this 
movement touches her strangely. 

England had a similar movement 
culled the ".Mission of Hope and Ile- 
pontance." Now Is the time for de- 
cision as lo whether Ganadu will bo u 
Christian country or not. Tho deci- 
sion for Christianity Is possible 
through the Forward Movement. 

Tho first step is to supply churches 
and schools for those veterans who 
with their families have settled In the 
unopened districts of Canada. Those 
people are crying for churches for 
themselves and an education for their 
children. 

The second step is to supprot ade- 
quately the ministers and pastors al- 
ready in the field. 

The settlers are satisfied with what 
the government has done for them. 
They want a church now and the go- 
gernment has appealed to the home- 
church for this. Help Canada by 
helping the Forward Movement 

Tho Rev. Harold Young, then ad- 
dressed the meeting on "Faith." In 
beginning, with the consent of the 
President Miss Nichol, he enlarged his 
subject to "The Great Attendants of 
the Christian Faith." 

The Christian Faith has two dis- 
tinct éléments, the element of intel- 
lectual and that of whole-hearted ac- 
ceptance of Christianity. 

Mr. Young then took up different 
points such as "What is religion?" 
There is one definition for it belong- 
ing to Wm. Newton Clarke,, namely 
"Religion is a man's relation to, super- 
human power." Thin is very general 
and applies equally to Christian, ,Mo- 
bommedan and almost any other wor- 
shipper. 

One of the best definitions of reli- 
gion is from the Bible which defines 
"roliglon pure and imdefiled" as the 
ability "To visit tho widows and the 
fatherless and to keep oneself un- 
spotted from the world." 

There are various solutions given 
for the origin of religion as perhaps 
fear and hunger. But certainly re- 
ligion is a natural and ordinary phe- 
nomena. It has not only an individual 
but social bearing and is only .perfect 
when It touches, every part of the per- 
sonality of a being. 

How can we check up our religious 
experience? First by answering this 
question: "Does this faith or religion 
satisfy our whole being?" Secondly, 
"Does this religion work out in life?" 
Thirdly, "Does this religious experi- 
ence check up with the experience of 
others?" When we have earnestly 
thought upon these questions the 
anirwors are "Yes." 

In conclusion, Mr. Young traced 
briefly a little- of the Old Testament 
HlBtory which will form a background 
for his next talk. We look forward 
with a great deal of pleasure to Wed- 
nesday, February the eighteenth, when 
Mr. Young will speak to ,us again.
